- Several hundred Soviet firemen 
battled the blaze, which broke out 
sometime after 10 pm. on the 
eighth floor of the 10-story build- 
ing.

halation, The Soviet fire fighters 
arrived in more than 20 fire trucks 
and during the long night some 
of them took spectacular risks in 
trying to ‘beat back the flames 
and smoke.

In Lusaka during the weekend,

In private, however, it 
assured the United States that it 
intended to remain a non-nuclear 
Power and might sign the 1962 
nuclear nonproliferation treaty 
created by the United States and 
the Soviet Union and since rati-~ 
fled by about 100 countries. 

A White House official said 
that the United States might have 
moved to epply pressure against 
South Africa even without the 
Brezhnev message, saying that 
nuclear developments in South 
Africa had become a fairly serious 
problem before Aug. 6.

riddled with bullets, lay behind 
an abandoned building.

making and misallocation of 
resources,” the statement said.

176 More U.S. Advisory Units 
Will Be Abolished by Carter 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP). 
—President Carter is abolishing 
176 more federal advisory com- 
mittees because they have out- 
lived their usefulness, a White 
House spokesman said last week, 

‘The latest order, coupled with 
reductions announced May 25, 
will result in elimination of 480 
advisory panels at an estimated 
saving of $15 million. 

Left imtact will be 709 other 
advisory panels. 

Harrison Wellford, assistant 
director of the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget, said the re- 
ductions were ordered because 
“the government wasn't getting 
much of a, bang for the buck it 
was spending.” 

In some cases, he said, the 
boards were not meeting or were 
not issuing reports. 

In a memorandum to agency 
and department heads, Mr, Car- 
ter urged them to watch for 
other panels that could be abol- 
ished, saying, “You should econ- 
tinue to give your personal at- 
tention to assuring that commit- 
tees are terminated when ne lon- 
ger necessary.” 

Most of the committees target- 
ed for elimination are not widely 
known. They include such panels 
as the Board of Tea, Experts, the 
Advisory Board on Hog Cholera 
Eradication, the Underwater 
Sound Advisory Committee and 
the Lyndon B. Johnson National] 
Grasslands Advisory Board. 

Mr. Wellford said the activities 
of the panels would be taken 
over by the agency or the de- 
partment they advised. The 
elimination of the committees 
“has nothing to do with the 
priority of the program” which 
the committee dealt with, he 
added. 

The agency losing the most 
advisory committees is the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. where 100 advisory 
panels are being scrapped, leaving 
252 such committees. 

At the Agriculture Department, 
78 panels are being eliminated, 
Jeaving 32 advisory panels of the 
department intact. 

Officials said that about 5.000 
persons were serving on the 480 
comunittees being scrapped. Let-

“The company of political figures,” says 
South Korea's Tongsun Park. “happens to be 
my hobby." Well. That's one way of putting 
it, And when you consider what else 
Mr. Park had to say in the course of a sin- 
gZularly unproductive press conference in 
Seoul the other day, that may also be the 
closest he came to telling the truth about 
his life in Washington as a wheeler-dealer 
businessman. A “hobby.” aecording to Web- 
ater's International. is a “subject or plan 
to which one is constantly reverting in dis- 
course. thought or effort.” and nobody ques- 
tions the constancy of Mr. Park's efforts in 
Washington to “revert” to the company of 
political figures--most of them members of 
Congress. 

What is In question—as a publicly acknowl- 
edged, generally accepted fact—is whether 

he was indulging this hobby as a free- 
. Spending. vote-buying agent of the South 
Korean government There is compelling 
evidence that this Is precisely what he was 
doing while in the capital. A number of 
Members of Congress have openly admitted 
having received cash gifts from Mr. Park. 
A former high official of the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency has testified that he 
helped funnel formidable sums of money to 
Mr. Park through the South Korean Em- 
bassy. To all of which Mr. Park replied at 
us press conference: “Absurd ... whatever 
I have done... has been done for my per- 
sonal account as a private businessman.” 
Will he, then, return to Washington and 
‘ explain things to the House Committee on 
. Standards of Official Conduct. the so-called 
_ ethics committee investigating the charges 
of Korean influence-buying in Congress? 
Not until he is given assurances that the 
‘ ‘press and the Justice Department will stop 
saying nasty things about him, Mr. Park 
replied. In other words, no. 

So where does this leave the committee 
and its special counsel, Leon Jaworskl? Ap- 
parently it leaves Mr. Jaworski determined to 
get Mr. Park's testimony, but not dependent 
upon it (“I don't think his testimony will 
make cases or be fatal to cases”). and some- 
how “confident” that he will get it in the 
end, The answer. he seemed to be suggest- 
ing last week, Nes with the South Korean 
government—and with the amount of stone- 


walling, you might say, that the American 
Public and the Congress are prepared to 
tolerate on the part of a professed ally and 
a beneficiary of rather substantial Amer- 
ican military aid and economie exchange. 
Rather pointedly. the special counsel called 
upon the Seoul government to “extend un- 
limited cooperation to this committee and 
its investigators.” 

The South Korean government, for its 
part, takes a striet look-no-hands attitude 
toward the activities of Mr. Park, denying 
any connection to him and declining to re- 
spond to this country's requests for help in 
arranging his return to Washington. We 


find this nonconnection exceedingly hard to_ 
believe. And in any case, we think the gov-_ 


ernment in Seoul has an obligation, given 
the nature of its relations with this coun- 
try over the years, to honor Mr. Jaworski’s 
request for help. If Mr. Park is as innocent 
as he and his government profess, no harm 
can come to him from cooperating with the 
House ethics committee. And if he is as 
responsive to South Korean government 
control as the record clearly indicates he is, 
then the government has a responsibility to 
make his testimony available. There are, we 
understand, other ways that the government 
in Seoul could help—for example, by author- 
izing access by the investigators to that part 
of the records of the government's banking 
transactions in Washington that bears on 
financial transactions involving Tongsun 
Park.

And Now, DBCP 


‘The discovery that the pesticide dibromo- 


chioropropane, DBCP, which causes cancer- 


in animals, may have caused sterility im at 
least 60 male chemical workers in two plants 
that produce it, has prompted another round 
of after-the-fact efforts by the federal gov- 
ernment to determine quickly just how 
dangerous a controversial] pesticide is to 
humans. The Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration is drafting temporary 
emergency standards limiting worker expo- 
sure to DBCP. OBSA has also asked pro- 
ducers of the pesticide to reduce the amount 
of DBCP in the air around workers to the 
lowest possible concentration. This request 
seems more symbolic than anything else 
since Dow Chemical Co. and Shell Oil Co., 
the only two domestic producers, already had 
stopped its manufacture for the time being. 
The Food and Drug Administration and the 
Environmental Protection Agency are inves- 
tigating whether vegetables grown in soll 
treated with the pesticide pose any health 
hazard. And they are also examining 2 
closely related pesticide. EDB. which may be 
even more dangerous.

The government's quick action, commend- 
able as it is. has come too late to prevent 
the anguish suffered by the plant workers. 
But that yet another pesticide has been 
found to be potentially harmful to humans 
in this grim way should surprise no one. 
Federal efforts to review pesticides and im- 
‘pose standards on their manufacture and use 


have been woefully inadequate. For example, 
the possible dangers to humans of both 
DBCP and were noted previously, but 
the federal agencies either ignored the re- 
ports or didn't know they existed. Nor was 
tus oversight unique. Only a relative jew 
of the more than 30,000 pesticides in use 
have been reviewed in a way that complies 
with current federal regulations. Cumber- 
some bureaucratic procedures, clumsily writ- 
ten laws and a lack of adequate staff are 
some of the reasons for this weak federal 
detection effort. As OHSA director Eula 
Bingham said last week regarding DBCP, 
“Ym not surprised this happened. And it 
may happen time and time again until we 
do something about it.”

Part of the “something” necessary to re- 
duce the frequency with which these incl- 
dents occur is congressional support of the 
agencies’ need for highly trained staff to 
conduct these reviews. Another part {s more 
realistic laws that embody directions and in- 
structions the executive agencies can ac- 
tually follow. Last month the Senate passed 
amendments to the pesticide laws that EPA 
officials say would improve thelr ability in 
this area. The House will take up the 
amendments next month. Though some of 
these amendments may need revision. their 
overall thrust 15 toward a more efficient 
federal scrutiny of pesticides—before they 
cause harm to people. That's movement in 
the right direction.

found several hundred pounds of depleted uranium in the 
wreckage of two jumbo Jets that crashed on the Canary Islands 
in March, according to Mazdirid officials. 

A Sparmsh government spokesman said on Friday that 
the material had a low level of radioactivity and was not 


dangerous. 


The March 27 collision of the Pan Am and Dutch KLM 7475 
on a foggy runway at Santa Cruz de Tenerife killed 582 perzons. 
It was the worst disaster in aviation history.

Which makes 747s, said that abovt 950 pounds of depleted

Saudis Likely to Acquire Seat 
On IMF Board Late Next Year 


By Hobart Rowen 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (WP). 
—Saudi Arabia, which has be- 
come the second !argest ereditor 
of the International Monetary 
Fund, is likely to acquire its own 
seat on the IMF executive board 
late next year. 

It will be a significant first 
step in bringing new powers, 
especially those in the Arab world, 
into the inner circles of decision- 
making in international economic 
affairs. 

A high U.S. Treasury official 
told The Washington Fost that 
the United States welcomes the 
Saudis to a new and more signif- 
icant status in the IMF, “They 
play such 8 major role in the re- 
cycling of their [monetary] sur- 
plus, it makes sense for them to 
be on the board,” he said. 

There are now 20 executive di- 
rectors of the IMF, five of whom 
are appointed by member coun- 
tries who make the largest quote 
contributions to the fund. In 
order of quota size, these coun~ 
tries are the United States, Brit- 
ain, West Germany, France and 
Japan. 

15 Elected by Groups 

The other 15 are elected by 
groups of the other 126 countries 
in the international lending or- 
ganization, The groups generally 
link countries on 2 geographical 
basis. In some, the largest coun- 
try in the group regularly names 
the director. In others, the post 
rotates. 

Saudi Arabia is now one of 14 
Arab or Moslem states. whose ex- 
ecutive director is Mohammed 
al-Atrash of the Syrian Arab 
Republic. 

Under IMF rules, if the two 
largest creditors of the IMF are 
not included among the appoini- 
ed five directors, a creditor left 
out is entitled to his own seat. 
The United States is the largest 
creditor, and until recently, West 
Germany had been the second.

His wisdom ‘rips 
off the pen of king or com- 
moner with equal felicity. 

T know of co other great un- 
read author with such wide class 
appeal, Indeed. you can usually 
eatalogue the intellectual group 
to which a quoter belongs by not- 
ing the unread writers he chooses 
to quete. No commercial writer, 
the sort who hopes for recogni- 
tion by the Book of the Month 
Club, ever quotes Goethe, a favor- 
ite of more refined writers hoping 
to display the broad reach of 
their minds in the academic jour- 
nais. I have no idea why this 
should be, but there it is. 

Goethe is undoubtedly the 
greatest unread poet of the West, 
just as Tocqueville is the great- 
est unread analyst of American 
governmental principles. The 
anthologies of quotations from 
which unreaders cull their 
Tocqueville lines have an equally 
commodious supply of quotable 
Goethe lines, but the middle- 
brows and lowbrows invariably 
pass over Goethe and zero in on
